As outward Force, Severity, and 
Compulſion in religious Matters does 
no Way ſeem to be conſiſtent with 
Chriſtianity, ſo neither do we find any 
Precept or Preſident for it in the 
Writings of the New Teſtament : 
That which ſome would alledge in 
Vindication thereof, is the Saying of 
the Lord Jeſus, Luke 14. 23. Go out 
into the Highways and Hedges and 
compel them to come in, that my Houſe 
may be filled. But if this Saying of 
his be rightly conſidered, and com- 


pared' with other Texts of Scripture, 


there will no ſuch Thing appear, as
